New York, Sept. 7.— Tho first of the 
1895 rnoos for the Amorici's cup, which was 
aail e d to-day over a coutbo of fifteon miles 
to windward and roturn, between the Eng- 
lish ohalloDgor Valkyrie III and tho Ameri- 
can Defender, was won by the Defender; 
but " did look for a considerable poriod in 
tbo early part of the race ae though 
the English boat was tho better 
and Would cross tho finishing lino first, 
No vor in the history of raoes for tho cup has 
ti.e forolgn boat shown to suoh advantage as 
did tho Valkyrie to day. Sho got over the 
lino first, and for a long time poiutod higher 
und outfooted tho Amorican boat. Many 
were tho toars ehed by the Yankoo 
"sharps," who had been counting upon 
thre e Btraight victories for the Defender, 
when they Baw tho Briton, oven when woll 
pinched up into tho wind and sailing prob- 
ably ffom a half point to a point highor than 
tho Dofendor, still going through tho water 
faster. 

c^Jhe first surprise of tho day was the posi- 
tion that the Defender Bocured on orossing 
the "no. Very strange to Bay, Bhe was a 
little bit to tho windward of the English 
boat, behind it is true by four Booonde, but 
BtiH to windward. Thero had been so muoh 
said °u to the superior' skipperahip of Capt, 
Fjy camorethat it was feared by the thousands 
of Americans who witnessed the scene that 
he would so mann uvre it that Hank HafTof 
tho Defender would not only bo left at the 
start, but that ho would bo bo thoroughly 
blsnkoted that he would never have a show 
during tho whole raoe. But while tho Eng- 
lishman did get over tho lino first about a 
half length the Yankee was on top of him 
instead of bolng bolow or underneath his 
wind. 

Chore was some very pretty mameuvrlng 
for position about the lino, which was form- 
ed between the regatta oommitteo'a boat 
and another just off Sea Bright, N.J. ' It 
had been tho intention of the committee to 
start the boats from the Sandy Hook light- 
ship! but when tho committee got to tho 
lightship they found that the wind was 
blowing from the eaBt by south, and they 
having discretion in the matter dooided 
to m ako the opening of the race 
at a point well under the New Jersey 
shore, whore thero waa a promise of more 
wind and a probable occasion for a position 
and more desirable beat dead out to wind- 
word. So they thorefore notified tho raoerB 
that they would oarry out that purpose, 
and the yachts and the fleet of onlookers 
picked up their traps and headed for tho 
NeW Jersey coast. ' 

It Was 11:55 before the committee hoisted 
the «lgrial that the coarae outward would bo 
east by south. Aooording to the regula- 
tions of the regatta aommltteo of the Now 
York Yacht Club, under whose immediate 
supervision the raoe was sailed, fifteon 
minutes had to be allowed the racers to find 
out what the course would be by compass 
before the preparatory signal was given, and 
it, was therefore 12:10 whon the preparatory 
gun was fired. Immediately tho 
yachts with olub topsails, forestaysails 
and jibs set, began to jockoy for tho most 
favorable position. They made no short 
tacks |q this business, and when it oamo 
no»r the expiration of the ten minntes they 
wore allowed both yaohta woro to the west- 
ward and northword lino and heading for 
it. The Valkyrie was ahead, and it soemod 
as though she was trying to force the De- 
fender, who was to windward, so oloso up 
against the committee boat that the latter 
would have to make a tack before crossing. 

Iho Valkyrie waa cortainly pinched high 
up in tho wind, but the Defender was al- 
most If not nearly as close. Yet the De- 
fender refused to bo driven out of her 
oourso, and with an extra pull on hor main- 
sail was enabled to follow the Valkyrie un- 
til tho course was begun, and also to main- 
tain her weather position. The skippers 
had done thoir timing vory woll, and it 
was only forty-six soconds after 
the starting gun was firod, at 
12:25 that tho Valkyrie crossed tho lino, 
and tho Dofendor on her opponent's weather 
quarter was only four seconds later. Ab 
they Wont over tho Valkyrie Bhook off hor 
tops a baby jib-top sail ; but tho Defondor 
people woro not satisfied with so small a Bail 
on their outer stay, and shook out a No. 2. 

Tho wind was blowing about five miles an 
hour. There was something of a swoll on 
the B °a, but tho water could not be called 
rough by any moans. Tho weathor con. 
dltions at times wore pretty nearly those 
that have bson dosoribed as moBt fitting for 
tbe Valkyrie. The ohallongor Bllpped 
through tho water beautifully, throw- 
ing some apray from her bows, it is 
true, but suroly slipping ahoad faator than 
the Defender. The iattor waa held vory 
high Up, but for aeveral minutes waa out- 
footod a nd outpointed. Tlis Valkyrie, it 
was plainly seen, was doing tho fastor 
work, and aa sho slipped past the Dofendor 
the chaps who had boon batting on the De- 
fender to win thomatoh oame pretty nearly 
to & Unanimous opinion that their monoy 
waa gone. 

Even the most enthusiastic adorers of the 
Defonder and Capt. Haff, euoh aa, for In- 
st»noo, Capt. Harry Nye of the tug Fred B. 
Dalziol, who had been to Boa in pilot boats 
and stoamora for nearly forty yoars, re- 
marked : " We will be done np to-day, 
sure ; that Valkyrie ia a marvel In this kind 
of going." 

Both yaohta woro handled in the most ad- 
mi ra ble manner, and it cannot bo said that 
the sails of tho Briton v muoh aa has been 
boasted about them, are a whit bettor than 
those of tho American boat. In faot, it may 
bo 'aid critically, that no flaw oould be 
seen in any bit of the clothes 
of either boat. The Impression which somo 
people bad, that Batsey waa the only 
porfeot oanvaa cutter In the world was dis- 
pelled when tho Defender's apeed was seen 
10 her really first race. The yaohta stood 
on the starboard until 12:30, whon the De- 
fender waa firat to go about. Aa aoon aa 
alio saw this) move on tho part of her oppon- 
ent, the Valkyrie did tho same thing. 

The Valkyrlo continued to gain tho ad- 
vantage and tho Defender was held up close 
to the wind, and by dolDg so beoame blank- 
eted. When Captain Haff saw what trouble 



ho wa" getting into he, at 12:47, oaBod bis 
ship off and gave her the good full that hor 
friends had been hoping to see for many min- 
utes. As Boon as tho Defender waB eased 
she began to inorease her speed. She 
oaught up on tho Valkyrie not a little, but, 
of course, Bhe was going further to leeward 
than the Valkyrie, and hor apparent gain 
waa loss in reality than it looked to be. 
When tho Valkyrie aaw the Defender 
ease off sho did the same thing, 
though not to so groat an oxtont, and 
maintained her load. At this time tho 
breeze freshened to about seven miles an 
hour. Tho Valkyrie on feeling it again 
stood up high against it, whilo the full rap 
on the Defender was continued. Here the 
Defendor with hor sails ahook full of wind 
went ahoad very fas'-, but sho Wbb no better 
than an oighth of a mile to tho leeward 

At 1:48 the Valkyrie, evidently bolioving 
that sho could cross tho Defender's how if 
tho latter would split tacka with her, oamo 
about. The challongor waa, howover, un 
able to weathor tho Defendor, and when she 
pasaed undor tho American's a tern thero 
was a screeching by tho eteam yachts 
and excursion boata in ottendauco 
that will novor be forgotton by 
those who heard it. The Valkyrie on find- 
ing that sho had not gained enough ' to 
weather the Defender came back again to 
tho Btarboard taok aftor one miauto on the 
port. As sho did ao the Dcfbcd-sr oamo 
about to port. It was now the Valkyrie's 
turn to refuse a splitting of tacks and she 
followed the Defender's lead in going about 
to port. 

At 2 o'clock tho contestants began a long 
board to 6tarboard. Uuring this taok the 
wind hauled gradually to oast-southeast 
then to southeast by east, and finally to 
southeast. The breeze stiffened, too, 
np to about eight miles an hour, and 
with that Increase the Dofender began to 
overhaul her antagonist. 

It was a great and beautiful race up to 
this junoture, but it was not a pleasant one 
for Americans to gaza upon, for the Val- 
kyrie waa surely in the lead. On this tack 
the vessels oncountored seas from the south- 
east, and noither one took them bettor than 
the other. They both pounded a good deal. 
Tho Valkyrie wub tho first to oomo about. 
Sho camearound tostarboard at 1:12, and tho 
Defendor followed her oxamp] 8 at onoe. 
The Defonder wau still an eighth of a mile 
away on the Valkyrie's weather quarter. 
On this taok there was an effort ,to got in 
and head for the outer mark. This was at 
3:25. It looked just then as though tho 
Defender was a quarter of a mile to the 
good. When the Valkyrie eimo about, 
fifteen seconds lator, sho waa Well away on 
the Defender'a lee quarter. 

The breeze continued to blow at about 
eight mllea an hour from the southeast, and 
they came along at a pretty lively gait to 
round the buoy and square away for home. 
On going around they eased off Bheets on the 
starboard aide, set balloon jib-top- 
aaile, and aped for the finish. The 
Valkyrie took In her jib and stay- 
Bail, while the Dofendor hauled down 
only her. jib. Before long, however, 
the Valkyrie, seeing that the Defender's 
staysail was drawing well, reset hers. The 
few ohamplons of the Valkyria who were 
left said that their boat would overhaul the 
Defender on the broad roach home. 
The same sails wore held on by the 
vessels all tho way to the finish 
line, while the wind gradually dropped to 
its original strength, about five miles an 
hour. In all the reaoh the Defender oon- 
tinuoualy increased her load over the Val- 
kyri", and finished by 8 miautes and 16 
aeconda ahead of her. 

When the Defonder crosaod tho finish line 
she was greeted by cannons, whlatlea, tin 
horns, and the waving of hata and hand- 
kerchiefs to an extent whioh entirely 
fitted tho victory of a yaoht, whioh all ex- 
perts agree waa the faateat machine for her 
purpose that the world ever aaw.

been tho hottest experienced In England for 
several years. This faot has made members 
of parliament particularly glad that proroga- 
tion onables them to leave London for tho 
country. American tourists continue to 
flock to London in large numbora homeward 
bound. ThoBO constituto almost the whole 
transcontinental population in tho city at 
present. The hotels are more nearly empty 
than they have bson at any poriod of tho 
year. The Highland lodges, however, are 
at tho height of their popularity. The 
Prince of Wales is expected at the old Mar 
lodge at the ond of tho month where h<> will 
bo tho guost of tho Duko and Duohess of 
Fife, the latter being hie oldest daughter.

committee and tho ministers of state, whioh 
was published to-day, indicates that tho 
oolonles of Great Britain may be called upon 
to contribute to tbo coat of maintaining tho 
Imperial navy, and in return he offered a 
proportionate abaro in ita oontrol. Tho Im- 
perial federation committee urgea that tbic 
arrangement would llghton the burdena of 
tho BritiBh taxpayer, and at the same time 
advance the cauBO of Imperial unity. The 
utterances of colonial statesmen, including 
Sir JuHub Vogel, formorly Prime Minlater 
of New Zaaland, are cited to show that they 
support tho movement. The Marquis of 
Salisbury pointed out to the members of tbo 
committee the fatal risks attending a 
divided control of naval affairs, but the 
Duke of Devonshire, Lord President of the 
Counoil ; the Marqula of Lonadale, Secretary 
of i State for War, and Rt. Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain, Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, all promised that the pro- 
posal should have their oareful attention. 
In this connection the Globe this afternoon, 
in the couree of a long artiole, says the Bri- 
tish Empire may truly be said to be on its 
trial. Tho anomaly of the preBent position 
has forced the question whether it will re- 
Bult satisfactorily and whether wo can go on 
much longer without radical changes. None 
of our colonleo, the Globe asserts, can re- 
gard itself aa safe from hostile attacks. In 
oaae of war betweon England and America. 
Canada might expect to be invaded, and 
the Belf protection of any of the colonies 
against any one groat power is ao manifest- 
ly out of the question that the colonies 
wonld be thrown baok npon the Imperial 
navy. The Colonial governments, tho 
Globe adds, do not hesitate even now to 
olalm the services of tho Queen's ships when- 
ever they are needed. It seems Incredible, 
the Globe concludes, that there should bo 
any doubt as to the obligation of the co- 
lonial tax payers, 
It la annonnced that

VANCOUVER 

VANOOtrvKR, Sept. 7. — Harry Do Wiudt, 
tho noted Eoglish explorer of Siberia nud 
th-j Chinese borderland, will leiivo England 
in October, and aftor making a lecture tour 
tiiroueh tho Stales, expects to reach British 
Columbia oarly in tho now year on routo for 
Northern Alaska. On arriving ab Mount 
E lift 8 ho will obtain Iudiun guides, E^quimo 
doga, sledgea and provisions, and miko his 
Way through a wholly unknown country by 
slow stages until lio roaches Capo Prince of 
Wales, about January, 1897. Ho proposes 
to oroai 1! -tiring straits ou tho ice, using dog 
Blodgep, and though tho distanoo is only 
about 25 miles across, bo estimates that it 
will bake six or eight days in transit. Oi 
arriving in Siberia ho will prooeod by 
■loigh for 1,8111) miles, making a Bpecial 
visit to V iltutuk, whore thousands of Rus- 
sian exiles are imprisoned. Ho oxpeols to 
obtain special facilities for investigating the 
condition of those priaouers from Russian 
officials with whom, as a result of previous 
visits, ho ia well in touch. Ho will after 
Wbida make his way homo through Kurop 
ean Russia, and hopes to reach England 
oarly in 189S, aftor au advouturous journey 
of 22.000 miles. 

To morrow morning Bishop Dart will 
officiate at St. Paul's church where tho full 
ceromouial ot tho Anglican church will bo 
observed. Rov. H. E. Bnvora has hjen 
appointed to the vacant rectorship of St.

RETURNED FROM ALASKA. 

Unsuccessful Experience of an Experienced 
Miner In " the Hardest and Moat Dole- 
ful Country He Ever Saw." 

F. R. Launtz who with a party of six 
left San Francisco for the gold Gelds of 
Alaska on May 5 has arrived hero. When 
he reached' Juneau he found that ho had 
only just startod on his journoy, and having 
laid in supplies of all descriptions for two 
years and purchased a schooner, the little 
band of gold sookera started on June 10 to 
make the 000 or 700 miles to Cook's Inlot. 
There was nob a seaman among them nor 
one who understood tho charts, baromotors 
and other navigating instruments which 
they had obtained. Wanting freBh meat 
they pulled into Murpby'a cove and Launtz 
was dispatchod on a hunting expedition, a 
hear having been Bighted with a glass from 
tho sohoonor. This was killed and furnish- 
ed an acceptable addition to tho larder. 
Ten hours out the sohoonor wos struck by 
a gale which blew for about 20 hours, 
the sloop being obliged to fetch up at 
Vakutat. Hero the Indians came down to 
tho vessel. They aBked for whiskey and 
tobacco, bub both boing refused thoy had no 
further uso for their visitors. Ab Yakutat, 
whoro the Bohooner lay for six days, thoro 
are 320 Indians. Thb missionary, who |is a 
German, toachea English and diroota tho 
natives in running a aawmill. The gales 
blew tho veBsol c'oso to Mount St. Ellas, 
whoso glaciers projeob over the wator, ovory 
second bringing down some portiona of the 
ioy mass in a most startling manner. Tho 
wind blew terrifically for thirty-six hourB, 
ab tho end of which the voyagours reached 
Kyak, a trading post of tho Commercial 
Company. Here they lay for six days and 
killed threo deer und numerous other 
animals Reaohing Port Etohos, on Cook's 
Inlet, a low gap enabled them to go through 
somo mud-flats and thuB avoid a trip of 400 
miles. Carrying their vessel in plecos for a 
distance of nine miles they pub her togothor 
and started down tho rapids. On ono of 
the data a moose was killed weighing 750 
pounds dreaaod. Fifty milea further on Six 
Mile Creek was roaohed. Here some sixty 
men wero at weak with rookora, long toms 
and Blulaes. The men Bald thoy wero not 
making more than a dollar a day. The only 
exception waB ono man who had on ono oc- 
oaslon made S2 50, and on another $2 
Twenty milea further up ab Bear River aomo 
350 men woro ab work. Somo of bhem had 
beon on tho spot for six yoars, but most of 
them unsuccessfully, tho ground boing aatur- 
atod wit h wator. Tho moat taken out had 
boon §164 in two wooks. Next week tho 
return had fallen to $5 Ono man offered to 
soli his tools, claim and oabin for $50 so that 
ho might got out. Most of thorn would 
have beon only too glad could they huvo got 
away. All tho way up here the highest ro- 
turna reported woro SI a day. Ono man 
who had lino hydraulioing maohln- 
ory and ton or twolvo men at work, said 
they could not mako more than SI 
a day by tho utmoab hard work. The gold 
is as fine aa Dour. Aftor waiting four wooka 
and hearing tho same story of want of luck, 
and seeking no gold worth speaking of, 
Liuutz and his partners concluded to ro- 
burn, and, selling bholr schooner ab Port 
EccheB, moBb of bhem oamo baok. Mr. 
Launtz, who Is un oxporionced minor, is on 
his way to Kootonay. Speaking of his ex- 
periences ho Bays the country is tho most 
doleful, hard-looking placo ho ovor saw. In 
one case ho says that a hundred tons woro 
cleaned up with tho best hydraulioing mach 
inery, bho return boing nob more than §2 SO,

open up the country to mlabionary effort 
and commercial enterprise. It will make 
the lives of Europeans Bottled in tho coun- 
try safe and it will give a death blow to tho 
slave trade. Thoro aro in Interior and East- 
ern Afrioa two forma of slavery. Slavery 
among the natives is a domestic institution. 
Most of tho portora who carry burdens on 
that dreary and dreadful journoy to and 
f torn the interior are slaveo, and the capture 
and export of alavos ore pai'ts of tho buBl- 
noPB of tho Arab traders of tho interior. 
Tho railway will deprive the carrlors of their 
occupation and it will enable tho British 
Government in tho region within tho ephore 
of its influence to mako tho trade in human 
brings impossible. It ia. in fact, most difii 
cult to imagine the changes whioh tho con- 
struction of this comparatively short lino of 
railway to Central Africa may and probably 
will eLTeot. 



CI VIC REFORM. 

The work chat civio reformors have lately 
done ia New York city must bo an encour- 
agement to those who are striving for sim- 
ilar reforms in other oities. There were 
many who belioved and aaid that corruption 
was bo strong in that oity and so^bold that 
it was useless to contend against it. But 
good men did oontend. Tho odds against 
thorn seemed to be very great, but they 
undertook the work in spite of all disoour 
agomenta. Harpor's Weekly, in an arliclo 
on tho subject, says that " tho best citizens 
of every great city are anxious to know 
whothor those results are such as to make 
reform worth working for. To this ques 
tlon there is only one answer, and that is a 
positive and emphatio 1 Yes.' Reform 
is always and everywhere worth 
working for and fighting for. 
A reform victory is at any time- in any city 
easily possible ; the example of New York is 
quite enough to cheor and encourage, and 
inspire the aspirations of reformors else- 
where. The gains of Now York, although 
only in the fifBt fow months of fruition, 
have already changud tho wholo municipal 
situation, and havo repaid the cost a 
hundredfold and a thousandfold." 

What has been done in Now York in the 
face of obataclea that soomed to bo insur- 
mountable, can bo done in other cities 
where the difficulties in the way are by 
comparison insignificant. All that is re- 
quired to effoot the reforms that aro nooded, 
is energy and determination on the part of 
the citizens, 



A N BED ED RAILWAY. 

Tho committee appointed to oonslder the 
question of railway communication with 
Uganda has reported favorably to tho con- 
struction of tho road. It may bo remem- 
bered that betweon Lake Nyanza and tho 
saa is a wide expanse of almost waterless 
country, a broad strip of whioh is infested 
with tho tsetse fly, whioh ia fatal to boaats of 
burden. Tho const quenae is that all traffic 
bstweon Uganda and tho Beacoast must be 
carried on by porters. Those porters are 
wonderfully strong and enduring, but the 
loads they carry must of neoeBBlty bo light 
and their progress oxcoodingly slow. The 
oonsequonco iB that the raloa of Joarriago are 
so high that ordinary articloa of merchandise 
oannot boar thorn. It now coats nino hun- 
drod dollars to carry a ton of goodB ovor 
tho road, if it can bo called a road, botweon 
Uganda and tho sea, and wo do nob like to 
aay how many human lives, for many of tho 
portora give out by the way and are loft to 
dio. Tho men cannot afford to lingor on 
this dreadful journey. They must push on 
if thoy expect to roach its end alivo, 

The neooisity of a railway aoroaa thia 
stretch of country is therefore obvious if 
communication is to bo kept up with tho in- 
terior, and if the rosourcos of Uganda and 
othor fortile rogions aro to bo made available 
to oommorco. Tho proposed line iB to bo 
657 miles long, and It is estimated that it 
aan bo built and oquipped for £2,240,000. 
A revised estimate makoa the cost £1,755,- 
000. ThlB ohango is to bo oflootod by a "ro- 
duotion of tho gaugo from ,1 foot inches to 
'.i feet, a reduction of tho wolght of tho 
rail from 50 lbs. to 35 lbs. per yard, simpli- 
fioatlon of building, limitation of supply 
of rolling stook to the barost requirements 
Id tho first instanoo, and roduotlon in tho 
general charges for supervision and ad- 
ministration during construction." It is 
not known yot whioh of the two kinds of 
road tho Government will oonstruot. Tho 
committee for various r3asons rooommond 
tho Government to build and operate tho 
road, Tboy oalculato that thoro will bo a 
deficit for tho first fow yoars, but if the 
country dovelops bb lb may be expected to 
develop, tho probability Is that tho con. 
abruotion of tho road will, from a com- 
mercial point of view, bo a success, 

Tho advantages that are certain to liow 



THE EASTERN QUESTION. 

It is diffioult to understand how it ia that 
the Sultan is so slow in initiating tho re- 
forms in Armenia that are urged upon him 
by tho European Powers, and which, if he 
is tho klndly-natured man ho is represented 
to be, ho must boo are imperatively noce= 
sary. Naturally, a rulor eupposod to ho in 
dopondont does not like to eubmit to foreign 
dictation, but It might bo suiposed that 
when the Sultan became awaro of the dread 
ful oondition of those unfortunato peoplo ho 
would do what ho know was right to allovi 
ate tholr suffering, oven if in doing ho it did 
appear that ho wub acting, to a cortain ox 
tent, under compulsion. But it seoms thero 
is roaaon to bBliove that there aro intluoncoa 
at work whioh tond to neutralize tho effect 
of Groat Britain's protosts and to strengthen 
the Sultan's dislike to follow her advice 
Harold Frederic in his London lottor of the 
3l8b August says : 

Armenia is indeed the greater, whioh in 
eludes all the lesser, problems. Last winter 
and spring thoso diapatohoa ropeatod, with 
poihaps tiresome iteration, the grounds for 
suspecting that England in this matter had 
boon decoyed into a trap, and that Russia 
and France, while ostensibly acting in con- 
cert with hor at Constantinople, were rosily 
holding hor thoro powerlosa in a oleft stick 
while they dealt behind hor back with the 
Paahas surrounding the Sultan. It is now 
tho last day of summer and tho game la still 
going on. Subtorranean intrigues as subtle 
and prolonged as thoso which preceded tho 
Crimean war still hold the whole Armenian 
question open. The anniversary of tho SaB 
soun masBaoro finds nothing redressed, 
nothing settled, nothing evon in a fair way 
of settlement. 

Lord Salisbury's position is indeed aa dlf 
ficult aa any that the biggeat of his prede 
ceasors in the task of shaping the British 
Foreign Otiioe polioy since Pitt has been 
compelled to cope with. He had no sym 
pathy with tho original agitation againat 
Turkey, much less with Lord Rosebery'a 
action in committing England to joint action 
with Ruaaia and Franco in the mattor, and 
he said so in Bradford at the time. Having 
inhorited the (muddle, however, he is bound 
to see it through, and, if possible, gob Eag 
land out of it unscathed. How he Is going 
to do it no one pretendB to guoss. News 
from Constantinople direct has practically 
ceaBed. We eubsist entirely on the Vienna 
reports, which contradict each other day by 
day. It seems admitted that Lord Salis- 
bury has made a new stipulation that tho 
proposed Committoo of Armenian Control 
must consist of seven instead of six, of 
whioh four must be Christians. It is less 
certain that tho Sultan has appoalod to Rub 
aia and Franco for support against this de- 
mand. As to the statement that pourpar- 
lers for a Europaan congress have beon 
already begun, nobody knows whether it is 
true or not. 

Of courso muoh of this is speculation and 
conjeoture, but it is evident that somothing 
ia going on behind tho scenes that encourages 
the Sultan to withstand the pressure which 
Groat Britain has applied and is still apply- 
ing to Induco him to move in tho direction c f 
effeotlng reforms In Armenia. It is not 
pleasant to think that jealousy of England 
would havo the effect of making the rulers 
of Franco and Russia deaf to the voice of 
humanity, and for the purpoBO of foiling 
the British Government in its efforts to 
ameliorate tho condition of tho oppressed 
and tortured Armenians they would In- 
triguo bo prevent tho reforms so groatly 
needed boing made. The inhumanity, to 
say nothing of the perfidy, of suoh a courso 
is to honeat and humane peoplo aimply in- 
orediblo. But diplomatiats havo beon known 
suavely and smilingly to do what unsophis 
ticatod poraona look upon with horror and 
detestation. 



nfrald will bs dono In suoh a way as to do 
prive the United States of territory which it 
is now supposod to possess. Tho onglneors 
havo only to Btarb at tho right plaoe, v. hloh 
ia fortunately described with groat exaot- 
nosa in tho Treaty of 1825, and follow the 
directions laid down with equal oleurnesB, 
and tho truo lino will be traced. If 
this iB done there can ba no 
' atoaling " by either of tho coun- 
tries concerned. We havo yob to loarn that 
either of them has the slightest inclination 
bo steal. Tho British want only what thoy 
have tho cleareat rlghb to under tho treaty of 
1825, and the Americana, wo presumo, have 
no desire to claim territory which they do 
not own. Nothing, in our opinion, can be 
more nonsensical than to submit a quostion 
of thia kind to tho people. It is a quostion 
to bo deoidod by men of science; noither the 
peoplo nor the politicians Bhould by rights 
have anything to do with it. A man who 
would talk of leaving tho decision as to what 
is tho right line according to tho doods and 
surveys between two farms to tho peoplo of 
a Bottlemont would bo laughed at. Tho peo 
plo, in fact, would have too muoh sonso to 
undertake to decide such a question. If 
this is tho case with rogard to farms and 
town lots it is much moro cloarly so as to 
tho boundary line botween two countries. 



TOO S US PIOW US. 



A gontleman described ae "a Cutholio 
clergyman " rocontly roturnod to San Fran- 
cisco from Alaska, seems groatly afraid that 
tho British onginoors who aro ongagod in 
surveying tho boundary lino botweon British 
Columbia and Alaska will ohoat tho United 
Statoa out of territory which it bought and 
paid for. Ho is reported as saying : 

' England has a Burvoying party up thoro 
now running a lino to suit hersolf. Theso 
onginoera aro not on a junkoting tour to 
amuBO thomsolvoB ; thoy aro working hard. 
Tboy havo a magnificent equipmonb, and 
havo already accomplished a groat doal. 
Unless wo havo gumption, wo shall Iobo an 
immense ellco of Southeastern Alaska. 
They will steal Glacier bay and aomo grand 
harbors. Wo havo not paid enough atten- 
tion to this question. What ia nooded now 
is a man who will riBO up and bring thia 
queation in tho full magnitude of ite im- 
portance boforo tho peoplo, Arbitration ? 
Wo always lose in arbitration. Wo lost in 
tho San Juan question. Tho sixty-milo 
limit in tho Bohring sea was nonsonaical 
Wo loBt thoro, too. I suppose tho English 
will decide on a bouudary of thoir own bo- 
twoen Alaska and Canada. Then we, too, 
will howl. Canada will howl, too, and there 
will be another disastrous arbitration." 

Whab havo the " pooplo " either of tho 
Unitod Statos or of British Columbia, or tho 
British Empire, for thab matter, to do with 
fixing tho line of delimitation botwoon tho 
territory of tho Unltod States and that of 
Groat Britain ! Thab^Hno was lung ago dtv 
finod by troaty, and all that tho onglncora 
of olther country havo to do iB to follow tho 
lino as It Is doBorlbed In that document,

Experienced sports- 
men very seldom Injure t ichor themselves or 
others with thoir guns, whoroaB amateurs — 
personB who use firoarma not moro 
than half a dt/.^n tlmeB in tho 
year— are continually mooting with 
aooident8. Thoy either ehoot themselves 
or shoot others. Ib would, wo boliove, ho 
found thut carelessness and recklessnoBB 
rather than ignorance aro tho cause of these 
accidentB, some of them very sad indeed. 
No ono should play tricks with his gun or 
run the slightest riBk. The precautions 
necossary in handling a gun are few and 
simple, but it ia wonderful to seo how they 
are disregarded. No ono should be afraid 
to bo thought cowardly when he is handling 
a gun. Both for his own sake and the eako 
of othora who may bo near him, ho should 
handle a gun with the utmost oare. He 
should always take for granted that the 
weapon he takes up ia loaded. " Didn't 
know it was loaded," Is a fool's excuse. He 
ought to have known It waa loaded, and 
Bhould havo used It in such a way that no 
harm would come to himself or anyone olae 
if it was loaded.

Victoria Defeats Vancouver at La- 
crosse, Giving the Honors to 
New Westminster. 



A fast and Exciting biaine That Was 
Victoria's All the Way 
Through 



Tho IucroBBo championship of British Col 
umbia for tho souson of 1893 was yesterday 
decided ia favor of New Woatminster, the 
final cjumo in tho series being played at 
Caledonia park horo in the presence of the 
largest lacrosse gathering of tho year. It 
was Vancouver vb. Victoria, and if the 
former had wen it would havo Riven them a 
fighting ahanco for the oovocod honors, ron- 
deriDg an extra match with tho Royal City 
neceaaary. Viotoria, on tho other hand, 
had an opportunity to tnako amends for re- 
cent disappointments with a final and de- 
cisive victory ovor tho " btst families " 
aggregation, and— it was Victoria's day. 

The homo combination was tho strongest 
that has gone into the field this year, the 
Triangles having been reinforced with 
Campbell, Bland, Snider and Clarke of tho 
Capital twelve, and Eckardt and Mac- 
naughton also donning tho blue and white 
for their firet and last match of tho season. 
Had the samo twolvo represented Victoria 
during tho entiro soason it, is very doubtful 
indeed if tho honors would have goao to 
tho Royal City. In fact, there aro not a 
few who hazird tho opinion that yestorday's 
team was the best b. lanced and most elfec- 
tivo that tho Capital City has yet put for- 
ward. AgainBt them tho famous Hying 
wedge of tho Vancouvors waa Badly inelFec- 
tivo, and tho score of (3 to 2 tolls tho Btory of 
how tho visitors were in reality outclassed, 
Their aoientific field tactics are doubtless all 
right in theory, but yesterday tho play waB 
too fast and the checking too close to per 
mit of their being properly executed. 

The match was on tho whole a clear exhi- 
bition of fast laorosse, though marred by 
ono or two displays of bad temper, and 
thoro can ba no doubt in any mind that the 
bost team won. Unfortunately the turn of 
the tide comes too late in tho year for Vic- 
toria, for hero is how tho championship raco 
waa finished :

Yestorday gamo woe a fast ono from tho 
start. Everyone in the game and a large 
percentage of tho grand stand were visibly 
in it. Close checking and aloan throwing 
was the order of tho game, and every good 
play was liberally applaudtd The homo 
team seemod to be a liitlo nervous at times 
and allowed tho visitors to secure ad- 
vantages — but they wore only momentary. 
The visitor were called upon to play a do- 
fence gamo for the greater part of the two 
houra' play. Several times the Vancouver 
home triad to rally and Bcore — but the Vic- 
toria defence was too quiok and suro to allow 
of any chance shot being serviceable. 

This was tho state of affairs for at least 
one hoar and a half, while on the homo side 
of Victoria shot after shot was sent in to bo 
swiped aside by F. Millet and his brothor 
Walter, both of whom played magnificent 
lacrosse. 

During the lattor part of the third game 
Frank Miller received a heavy body cheok 
which compelled him to give place to Rich- 
ardson in tho next gamo. Suckling — who 
whenever he is playiDg a losing gamo gets 
nasty and plays roughly — Btruck Frank 
Cullin on the Bide of tho head with his 
stiok ; Cullin returned tho blow and both 
fell to the ground ollnohing. The referee 
sont both to tho fence for the remalndor of 
the game. Spain and Macnaughton were 
also in loving embrace later in the day, 
when the rofero>j appoared on tho scene and 
separated them. ThiB occurred when there 
romoined but two minutes to play, and tho 
game being resumed no farther results were 
recorded. Tho juniors throughout tho day 
Bhowed thjmselvoa up to — and beyond — ex- 
pectations, in checking, passing and throw- 
ing, and the Capital cjuartotto aro deserving 
of a considerable sharo of the credit for tho 
signal viotory of six goals to two. 

Game No. 1 was an exhibition ol rapid 
end to end play, tho checking being a trifle 
loose while the men were Beetling to thoir 
work, and long shots boing frequent and 
promptly returned. Within ten minutes 
of tho face off Coldwell (Victoria's goal- 
keeper) had boon crippled by Ralph, and 
Ditohburn's head also was in a bandage — 
thanks to special attention having been paid 
to him by Mr. Bony Suckling. Tho blow 
was a dazing one, und tho good-natured 
Ditch was in coneeijuonco cf it sadly off 
color during the remainder of tho match. 
Tho bull was in play for the first game 
chlifiyat tho ends ; from Victoria's flags it 
was finally advanced to centre field, and 
Campbell threw it up to the homo, who wore 
bunched, while Eckardt passing it ulong on 
tho bounce, F. Cullin soeurod and by a Bwift 
shot scored. 

Tho second gamo was a surprise. It was 
short and sharp and all Victoria's. The 
rubber only onoo reached centre, when 
George Tite relieved ; Cullin aRain did the 
honors, in half a minute. 

Tho third game woe longer, lasting thir- 
teen and a half minutes, but all the play 
was in tho neighborhood of tho visitors' 
flags, which wore timo and again eavod by 
the vigilance of tho Miller brothora, Frank 
in particular. Tito und Bland'a run up 
field in company, carrying tho ball with a 
Bories of ahort passes, was tho feature of the 
gamo for Victoria, along with Campbell's 
fine carry which he terminated with a suc- 
cessful goal shot, tho Vancouver defonco 
being held by thoir ohecks to perfection. 

Richardson replacing F. Miller consider- 
ably woakoned Vancouver for tho fourth 
game, whioh openod with a Bharp attack on 
Victoria's fligB, well dsfonded, however. 
Thon Snider soeurod possession, and playing 
ub stoadily as a veteran — as he did all 
through tho match — ho soon had tho ball 
tranaferrod to Macnaughton. Iho lattor 
lost It by slipping, and Miller threw Bafely. 
In a socond, however, Tito had it, and by 
some pretty combination work all along tho 
lino it came back to Bolfrey. From Bolfrey 
to Macnaughton it went, and from Mac- 
naughton to Eckardt; und a round shot 
by tho latter did tho buslnoss. 

Tho fifth gamo was remarkable chiefly for 
tho aavago but futilo attacks on tho Vio- 
toria goal with which it openod, and for the 
oripplod Coldwcll'a heroic dofenco of 
his position. Thon tho coming to- 
gether of Suckling and Cullin furnished 
a littlo variety, and tho grand Btand was 
just settling itaelf again after this bit of 
aide play when tho hand of tho umpire and 
the atioka of tho Vancouvora went up. 
Campbell waa aaid to have Bcored for Van- 
couver, though tho goal was disputed. 

" I'm pretty oortain it went way outside 
of tho sticks," said Coldwell, as he limped 
off tho field, " but if you say lb was a goal " 
— thlB to Captain Smith of tho Vancouver! 
—"why, a goal it waa, of course."

THE AMERICA'S CUP. 



How This Trophy Came to Ho Offered 
—Record of tho Many 
Contests. 



Canadian Yachts Competed Twice for 
" the Blue Hibbou of 
the Ocean." 

In 1851 tho British Royal Yacht Squad- 
ron having invited u numbor of American 
yachtsmen to accept their hospitalities, 
Commodore John C. Stevens and his asso 
oiatoa built a yacht which, to use thoir own 
words, would " mako it hot for anything 
afloat under ounvaB." There had in tho 
meantime boon no invitation on tho part cf 
tho Britishers to try conclusions with iliem ; 
but the VankeeB, with their accustomed 
audacity, made up thoir minds that if it 
were possible they would havo a race. In 
the month of July tho America, for such 
tho vessel was named which had boon built 
to try conclusions in British wators, Bailed 
away comparatively quietly and oarly in 
Augutb cast anchor at Cowes, IbIo of Wight 
The uoxl day in nn Impromptu raco between 
tho America and the British cutter Lavorock 
tho lattor was beaton, und this gave to Com 
modore Stevens and his fellows tho occasion 
to post a challenge in the club houso at 
Cowes " to sail tho America in a match 
againBt any British vossol whatever, for any 
sum from ono to ten thousand guineas, pro 
vlded thero should not be Iobs than a six 
knot breeze." This was not, however 
taken up ; but tho mombora of tho Royal 
Yucht Squadron subscribed for tho cup 
which is now regarded aa the " blue ribbon 
of tho ocean," and on August 22 it waa 
Bailed for in an international ruce in which 
fifteen sohoonora and cutters, including tho 
America, sailed, there being no allowances 
for disparities of hull or sail. Tho Amnriaa 
proved the victor, tho aignal master reply- 
ing to tho inquiry of the Queen " thoro is no 
socond." 

The oup whioh had thus become tho pro 
party of tho owners of tho America waa in 
July 1S57 offered by them to the Now York 
Yacht Club aa a perpetual challenge cup 
open on specified conditions to any organized 
yacht club in any foreign country for com 
petition, to bo sailed for in American 
wators. 

In 1870, Mr. James Ashbury, owner of 
the ecbooner yacht Cambria, repre- 
senting the Royal Thamos Yacht Club, 
issued a challenge, which being accepted, 
that vesaol and Mr. James Gordon Bon- 
nett's Dauntless started on an independent 
ooean raoo from Daunt Head, Iroland, to 
Sandy Hook lightship for a two hundred 
and fifty pound oup, whioh was won by tho 
Cambria. Tho lattor made her entry aa a 
winner into American wators, where aha had 
become the challenger. 

On August 8, 1870, tho Cambria raced 
with the Magic and tho old America for tho 
oup, but losing hor foretopmaat waa hopo- 
lesely beaten. The next yoar Mr. Aabury, 
whom ono reverse did not daunt, had tho 
Llvania built and on Ootobor ill sailed 
against tho Amorioan champion the Colum 
bla, whioh won two out of threo races. Tho 
Livunia thon raced with tho Sappho, and 
boing twice beaten by hor roturnod homo 
without tho cup. 

In April, 187(3, the Royal Canadian Yacht 
Club issued u challenge, tho schooner Coun- 
tesa of Dufferin being built by Captain Cuth 
bert, of Cobourg, Ont, hut on August 11, 
1S7G, sho was beaton by the Madoleino by 
oleven minutes, and in the Becond raco aumo 
iu twonty-soven minutes behind tho winner. 

Tho Bay of Qalnte Yacht Club istued a 
challenge for tho cup in 1880, tho veasel 
built for thorn, also by Captain Cuthbert, 
being tho sloop Atalunta, which 
was on November and 10 beaton 
over tho inside and outside courses of 
tho Now York Yacht, Club by 128^ minuteB 
and 38 minutes and 54 soconds respectively 

Changed models and now idoas on tho 
Bubject of yachting had now bocomo tho or- 
der of tho day. Previously tho racos with 
English yachts had been between vossols ot 
conventional typos, oil of tho American vio 
toriea having been won with contre board 
boats, with tho single excoption of tho Sap 
pho, and the winnors wero all of the ex 
tromo " skimming dlsb " typo. But in 188' 
Burgess appeared, and though in ull his cup 
dofenderu the Y'anlteo centre hoard still hold 
Its place, tho draught was incroaaod and tho 
groat beam proeorved, bo that great sail-car- 
rying oipaclcy waB possible. 

In 1885 Sir Richard Sutton issued a chal 
longo with tho Goneata, but thoro was no 
American boat to contend with hor. How 
over, Mr. Gordon Bennott and his associates 
commiaalonod Mr. A. Cory Smith to build 
the Puritan, which having in tho trial races 
beaton the Priscilla was chosen to meot Sir 
Richard Sutton's vessel. After several at 
tompta to race which provod unsuccessful 
tho Puritan won by a very narrow margin, 
though tho Genesta might havo claimed one 
of the contests, owing to a foul on tho part 
of tho Puritan. 

In 188fi Liout. Henn arrived at Marble- 
head with tho Gulatta to try conclusions 
with the Mayflower, to which alio was ro 
garded by most exporta aa inferior. She 
waa twico boaten. 

Tho yoar 1887 brought tho BrltiBh yacht 
Thlatlo to try issues with GoDeral Puino's 
Volunteer, bub ahe was handily defeated 
with nineteen minutes odd to spare. 

Lord Dunroven in 1803 commissioned the 
Vulkyrio II to crosB tho Atlantio and bring 
back tho much coveted oup, but in throe 
separate contests sho was lofb bobind, and 
for a year tho claim of tho Americans to 
hold tho cup romuined undisputed. 

Which is tho worst, Imprisonment (or life or 
a lifo long dlseaao, like scrofula, for oxamplo?
